The  AUCTION  is  a  new  project  for  W.E.G.  Conceived  only  four  months  ago,  the 
membership  of  W.E.G.  is  working  as  a  committee-of-the-whole  under  the  general  chair- 
menship  of  Shira  Nadich  Levin  and  Anita  Gluck.

Jewish  Roots 

Where  can  you  be  in  touch  with  the 
people  and  the  places  of  the  past  as  you 
can  in  Jewish  life?  I  often  think  of  this 
when  I  sit  down  at  the  table  on  the  Seder 
nights. 

Young  children  are  there.  Some  are  stay¬ 
ing  up  later  than  they  ever  have  before. 
Some  have  just  learned  to  read.  And  what 
do  they  do?  The  same  thing  Jewish  chil¬ 
dren  have  done  for  at  least  2,000  years 
and  more  -  since  the  Exodus  from  Egypt. 
As  we  parents  and  grandparents  beam  at 
our  own  children,  I  imagine  the  smiles 
of  millenia  of  parents  as  their  children 
recited  the  Four  Questions  and  as  they 
repeated  this  ancient  ritual  of  Jewish  life. 

The  Seder  is  so  old.  In  my  Talmud  class 
in  the  Synagogue  this  year  we  studied  the 
Talmudic  chapter  which  prescribes  the 
laws  of  the  Seder.  Nearly  every  partici¬ 
pant  was  amazed  to  see  that  we  twentieth 
century  American  Jews  still  govern  our 
Seder  by  the  results  of  discussions  between 
Jews  in  the  Land  of  Israel  and  in  Baby¬ 
lonia  during  Roman  times.  You  don’t 
have  to  be  a  scholar  to  sense  this  fact  — 
all  you  have  to  do  is  read  the  Haggadah. 

Sitting  down  to  the  Seder  involves 
sitting  down  at  a  table  that  is  suspended  in 
time.  It  involves  talking  about  oppressors 
and  about  redemption:  “In  every  gener¬ 
ation  they  rise  up  against  us  to  put  an 
end  to  us.  But  the  Holy  One  Blessed  be 
He  saves  us  from  their  hand.”  Such  lines 
of  the  Haggadah  could  have  been  written 
yesterday  as  well  as  many  years  ago. 

Somehow  the  Seder  offers  a  glimpse  of 
Jewish  roots.  Its  ideas  are  just  so  Jewish: 
our  People  celebrating  the  redeeming 
power  of  God,  telling  the  story  again  and 
again.  Its  experience  is  so  Jewish:  the 
family  gathered  together;  children  coming 
home  from  college,  new  daughters-in-law

and  sons-in-law,  new  children  and  grand¬ 
children,  the  old  and  the  young  together, 
the  past  and  the  future. 

Where  does  Judaism  get  its  strength?  I 
suggest  that  it  is  here  at  the  Passover 
Seder,  that  you  can  see  the  roots  of  the 
Jewish  People  stretching  down  into  soil 
of  the  past,  nourishing  the  community 
of  today.

Prayers 
are  recited  to  praise  God,  who  is  the 
creator  of  the  sun  and  of  the  entire  uni¬ 
verse.  The  sun  is  an  energy  source;  the 
sun  is  the  symbol  of  warmth  and  steady 
light;  all  this  is  part  of  Birkat  Hahammah. 

After  the  Service  in  the  Chapel  we  shall 
go  up  to  the  roof  —  weather  permitting  — 
to  complete  the  Service  there.  Coffee 
and  danish  will  be  served.

Passover  Lecture 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  April  11  at 
5  P.M.,  Rabbi  Wechsler  will  deliver  a  lec¬ 
ture  on  the  laws  of  Passover.  This  year,  the 
lecture  will  be  devoted  to  the  subject: 
“When  the  Eve  of  Passover  Falls  on  the 
Sabbath.” 

Rabbi  Wechsler  will  be  discussing  the 
infrequent  event  which  occurs  this  year 
when  the  First  Seder  begins  on  a  Saturday 
night.  Many  questions  are  raised:  When 
do  you  search  for  hametzl  When  is  the 
Siyyum  for  the  First  Born?  Can  you  have 
a  hallah  on  that  Shabbat?  And  many 
more  . . . 

Service  For  The  First-Born 

On  Thursday,  April  16  at  7:30  A.M.,  a 
service  will  be  held  in  connection  with  a 
siyyum  for  the  first-born.  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  will  conduct  the  siyyum.

Passover  Fund 

Every  year  members  and  friends  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  show  their  desire  to 
be  of  help  to  less  fortunate  fellow  Jews  at 
Passover  season  by  contributing  to  the 
Passover  Fund.

Sunday,  April  19 

The  annual  Congregational  Seder,  held 
traditionally  in  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
on  the  second  night  of  Passover,  will  take 
place  on  Sunday  Evening,  April  19. 

Services  will  take  place  in  the  Sanctuary 
from  5:45-  6:30  P.M.  followed  promptly 
by  the  Seder  in  the  Lemberg  Auditorium 
for  those  who  have  made  prior  reservations. 

Rabbi  Nadich,  Rabbi  Wechsler  and 
Cantor  Lefkowitz,  assisted  by  the  choir 
and  Mr.  Neil  Robinson  at  the  piano,  will 
conduct  the  Order  of  the  Seder. 


Rules  For  Observance 
Of  Passover  At  Home 

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  be  used 
on  Passover.  They  include  those  foods  pre¬ 
pared  from  five  species  of  grain  —  wheat, 
barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye  —  that  has  been 
allowed  to  leaven.  Any  food  containing 
even  a  minute  amount  of  this  leavened 
grain  is  forbidden  on  Passover.  In  addition, 
rice,  millet,  corn,  peas  and  beans  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  foods 
by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and 
crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals 
made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  (including  wines)  are  forbidden  as 
well,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher  for 
Passover.  Since  all  mixtures  of  leavened 
or  fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods 
such  as  candies  and  soft  drinks  must  con¬ 
tain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certification 
to  be  used  on  Passover.  Commercially 
produced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which 
are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover  by 
rabbinical  authority  are  permissible. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Pass- 
over  label:  fruits  and  vegetables  (except 
for  those  mentioned  above)  in  both  their 
natural  and  frozen  states.  String  beans  are 
permitted.  Coffee,  sugar,  tea,  salt,  pepper 
and  garlic  are  permitted  without  a  special 
label,  provided  no  other  ingredient  has 
been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  And  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially 
reserved  for  Passover  should  be  used.  It  is 
possible,  however,  to  kosher  utensils  made 
wholly  of  metal  and  which  are  used  during 
the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring  them, 
allowing  them  to  stand  unused  for  24 
hours,  and  them  immersing  them  in  boiling 
water.  All  table  glassware  is  permitted 
after  thorough  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal 
which  are  used  for  cooking  (though  not 
for  baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being 
washed  thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours,  and 
then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water. 
Vessels  made  wholly  of  metal,  but  used 
for  broiling,  may  be  koshered  by  scour¬ 
ing  and  then  heating  until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the 
year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthen¬ 
ware,  enamel  ware  and  porcelain  utensils 
used  during  the  year  may  not  be  used 
during  Passover.
